A dependency of the United 
States from the end of the Span- 
ish-American War, the Philippines 
gained independence under a con- 
gressional act after the 10-year 
interim period as a common- 
wealth. 

Close Ties With U. S. 

Roxas charted a course of close 
association with the United 
States. He vigorously supported 
a controversial constitutional 
amendment granting equal eco- 
nomic rights to Americans and the 
electorate upheld him in a nation- 
al plebiscite early in 1947. In the 
plebiscite campaign he narrowly 
escaped death when a hand gre- 
nade was hurled onto a platform 
where he had just concluded a 
speech. 

In winning the presidency of 

the Philippine commonwealth in 
the spring of 1946, Roxas defeat- 
ed the incumbent, Sergio Osmena, 
by a Majority in excess of 200,000 
votes. That marked a climax to 
a political career that began at 
when he was elected governor 
of the province of Capiz where 
he was born Jan. 1, 1892. 
Roxas had had a part in the 
Philippine Government since 1922. 
He was speaker of the insular 
House of Representatives for 11 
years. On the beginning of the 
Philippine commonwealth, Presi- 
dent Manuel Quezon appointed 
Roxas Secretary of Finance. Just 
before the outbreak of the Pacific 
war in 1941, he was elected a 
Senator. 

_ Served With MacArthur. 

A reserve major in the Philip- 
pine army, he was called to active 
duty soon after Pearl Harbor and 
Was appointed an aide to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur with the rank 
of lieutenant colonel. He moved 
to Bataan with MacArthur and 
Quezon when Manila was declared 
an open city. 

When Gen. Jonathan M. Wain- 
wright surrendered his forces on 
Corregidor, Roxas, then a briga- 
dier general, was in Mindanao. He 
continued to fight the Japanese 
as a guerrilla for a time, but fi- 
nally surrendered. 

The Japanese sought to use him 
in the puppet government, but he 
avoided a showdown for some 
time by playing sick. Eventually 
he accepted a post as food ad- 
ministrator. Later there were 
charges that he had been a col- 
laborationist. MacArthur set these 
charges at rest by saying that 
Roxas acted as his contact man 
in the Philippines during the Jap- 
anese occupation. 

Roxas’s wife was the former 
Trinidad de Leon, daughter of a 
wealthy landowner, 
children.

ARGUMENT IN fil 
DEFENSE; RULING 
IS DUE MONDAY 


That No Strike Was 
Called an ‘Affront to 
Common Sense.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) 
—United States District Judge T. 
Alan Goldsborough heard final 
arguments in John L. Lewis’s con- 
tempt trial today. He put off any | 
decision until Monday. | 

Assistant Attorney General H. | 
Graham Morison argued for the 
Government that Lewis and the 
United Mine Workers were clearly 
in contempt of court for continu- 
ing the coal mine work stoppage 


for a week after a court order was 
issued for it to end. 
One-Sentence Argument. 

Attorneys for Lewis made only 
a one-sentence argument: 

“The Government has failed to 
prove its case.” 

That came from Welly K. Hop- 
kins, chief of the. eight-man bat- 
tery of counsel Lewis+has. 

Goldsborough told Hopkins he 
thought the union should make a 
detailed argument. 

The Judge said he had no power 
to require this, and no desire to 
insist on it, but thought “it would 
be helpful to the court and the 
public interest.” 

Hopkins respectftlly declined. 

Judge Goldsborough then ad- 
journed court until Monday. 

Now the only thing left in the 
contempt case is the judge’s ruling 
—and the punishment if the ruling 
is for conviction. 
When court was adjourned, 
Hopkins and Lewis went into a 
whispered conference. Then the | 
union chief and his lawyers filed | 
silently from the room. | 
Hits Lewis’s Contention. | 
In his argument, Morison hit. 
hard at Lewis's contention that no | 
coal strike ever was called. He | 
asserted that contention was ” 
“affront to common sense.” | 
Throughout the controversy, 
Lewis has publicly taken the stand 
that the walkout was a “voluntary 
cessation” of work. 
“The Government,” Morison 
said, “has submitted in evidence 
a note sent out the union and 
signed by John L, Lewis as presi- 
dent of the union on Feb, 2, 1948. 
In that letter, which was ad- 
dressed to all signatories of the 
national bituminous coal wage 
agreement of 1947, the defendant 
Lewis, as president of the union, 
stated that, by virtue of the un- 
resolved pension dispute, the 
United Mine Workers of America 
reserved the right at will to take 
any independent action necessary 
to the enforcement of the con- 
tract. . 

“Following the February letter 
the defendant Lewis, as president 
of the union, on March 12, 1948, 
wrote the officers and members 
of all of its locals and reviewed 
the history of the pension dispute. 
Of extreme significance is the fact 
that this letter sttaed that the 
operators had ‘dishonored’ the con- 
tract and defaulted under its pro- 
visions.” | 

Cites Telegrams. | 

Morison said the court should | 
consider this letter in the-light of | 
telegrams which Lewis sent out | 
last Monday, announcing settle- | 
ment of the pension dispute. One | 
of these messages said: “‘Pensions 
granted, the agreement is now 
honored.” 

“Brief as the message was,” 
Mori$on asserted, “its clear pur- 
port was to inform the members| 
of the union that the once dis- 
honored -contract was now being 
honored and the strike was ter- 
minated.” 

Morison said Lewis has been 
president of the union since 1919 
and “he well knew the result” of 
the March 12 letter. , o's 

“A man should be held respon- 
sible for the consequence of his 
action,” Morison said. 

“It would be an affront to com- 
mon sense to assert that this was 
not a strike by the defendant un- 
ion. 


Points to Wide Walkout. 

“It is taxing credulity to the 
breaking point to suggest that 
these men, so widely separated, 
would walk out by the hundreds 
of thousands in a welter of indi- 
vidual decisions.” 

The whole thing, Morison said, 
is clear cut—for all practical ef- 
fect Lewis called a strike and 
then for a full week ignored a 
court order to end it. 

He added: “And I’m sure that’s 
the feeling of every citizen of this 
country.” 

“Beyond cavil or discussion,” 
Morison said, “the testimony 
points directly to the fact that 
these defendants did not comply 
with the order of this court and 
that they, and each of them, are 
guilty of criminal and civil con- 
tempt beyond a reasonable doubt.”

WASHINGTON, April 15—In an 
inferential rebuke to Air Force 
Secretary Sthart Symington, Pres- 


ident Truman told his press Ccon- 
ference today, with a show o§ 
strong ‘feeling, that he stands 
squarely behind Defense Secretary 
Forrestal’s ‘insistence on a 5d- 
group combat air organization. 
The Forrestal program, the 
President pointed out, is the Ad- 
ministration program and is de- 
signed to provide a balanced mili- 
tary establishment so that ground 
and service forces will be in prop- 
er proportion to the air arm, 
Symington Testimony. 
Symington had testified before a 
congressional committee earlier in 
the week that the 70-combat force 
is essential to national security. 
He added that he would rather see 
the authorization increased to that 
figure than see Congress adopt 
universal military training. e

lation calling for an enlarged and 
accelerated aircraft building pro- 
gram. 

A reporter wanted to know 
whether the chief executive in- 
tended to “spank” Symington, a 
St. Loulsan who only recently was 
named head of the air branch. 
Truman. replied without humor 
that he would answer that ques- 
tion some other time. 

Asked whether he could explain 
Symington'’s position, the Presi- 
dent said shortly that he djd not 
account for it, meaning, apparent- 
ly, that it was not necessary for 
him to try to explain it. He re- 
iterated that he.is supporting to 
the limit the defense program out- 
lined by Forrestal. 

On Unification . Program. 

When a correspondent suggested 
that differences between Syming- 
ton and Forrestal might indicate 
that the armed services unification 
is not working satisfactorily, Tru- 
Man responded that unification 
eventually would work smoothly. 
The program will have to be im- 
plemented, he went on, and the 
services will have to get accus- 
tomed to it. 

During a brief renewed discus- 
sion of the apparent feud between 
Forrestal and Symington over air 
combat strength, the President 
said he had stated as clearly as he 
could that the Administration’s 
program was the one outlined by 
Forrestal. 

“And not by Mr. Symington?” a 
New York reporter persisted. 

Somewhat tartly, the President 
cut back that he had said For- 
restal, and warned the reporter 
against trying to put words in his 


‘mouth. 


Symington had no direct com- 
ment on Truman's remarks. But, 
in answer to a reporter’s ques- 
tion, his public relations office 
said this: “The Secretary has no 
plans to resign.” 

The Bogota Uprising. 

Questioned about the Bogota up- 
rising in Colombia that temporar- 
ily disrupted the inter-American 
conference, the President declared 
that it surprised him as much as 
anyone else, and that he was, of 
course, sorry that it happened. 

He repeated that he had had 
no warning that the riot was com- 
ing. The United States, he contin- 
ued, had received information that 
there might be picketing or mass 
demonstrations at the conference, 
but there was no indication that 
anyone was going to be shot or 
that the trouble would be so 
flagrant. 

His. remarks corroborated the 
words of other Government offi- 
cials acknowledging that the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency had no 
advance information of an explo- 
sive situation that might erupt 
into a revolt. A congressional in- 
quiry already has been launched 
to find out how much was known 
by United States intelligence 
agencies prior to the outbreak, 
and whether the CIA fell down on 
the job. 

A reporter asked at this point 
if the President considered the 
revolt as a warning to the Amer- 
icas of the Communist danger in 


he can impose almost any penal- 
ty—in fines or imprisonment.

‘Ans will be studied this spring by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, which wants to deter- 
mine whether diets of city fam- 
ilies have changed in the last six 


years. 

Housewives will be asked to 
keep a record of thelr food con- 
sumption, listing not only what 
their families eat and how much, 
but factors influencing choicé of 
foods. Similar surveys will be con- 
ducted in Springfield, Mo., and in 
66 other cities, with 22 to 80 fam- 
ilies in each city being cheeked 
to provide a representative cross- 
section.

“My husband’s body will not be 
buried until the Conservative party 
falla from power,” she began, “If 
they insist they will have to kill 
all of us. They will remove his 
body from this house only over 
our dead bodies.” 

- Dona Ampara de Gaitan added 
that her husband's body is pre- 
served for 60 days. 

Blames Government for Death. 

Mrs. Gaitan vowed to fight to 
the finish against the Conserva- 
tive Government which she 
blames. for her husband’s assas- 
sination. Gaitan was his party’s 
standard bearer for the presi- 
dency. 

“Our party had only one leader, 
Jorge,” she told us, 
Conservative Government for his 
death. 

“His intelligence and his work 
were able to unite. the ‘Liberal 
party, and the Conservatives real- 
ized that if they could get him out 
of the way, the Liberals once again 
would be divided and there would 
be anarchy in their party.”

The principal controversy has 
centered on sub-marginal lands 
off the West Coast which are sup- 
posedly rich in oil and other 
minerals, 

A similar bill has been approved 
by a Senate Judiciary subcommit- 
tee.

When the late Henry Shaw 
planted a pin oak tree 102 years 
ago at his garden, which later 


became the Missouri Botanical 
Garden, the Mexican War was in 
progress and St. Louis was a lusty 
city of about 64,000 persons. Yes- 
terday, the ancient tree, stunted 
by smoke, fumes and “civiliza- 
tion,” was felled: and chopped into 
firewood. 

Studying the rings formed by 
the tree, Superintendent George 
H. Pring noted that it grew seven 
inches in diameter in its first 20 
years of life. ; ' 

The tree was just a sapling a 
year old when gas was introduced 
for lighting in St. Louis. The‘ 
Same year, 1847, marked the 
eighty-seventh anniversary cele- 
bration of the founding of St. 
Louis. In an anniversary parade 
rode Pierre Chouteau, then 91 
years old, and his sons, Pierre Jr. 
and Paul Liguest, and his nephew, 
Gabrielle Chouteau. A large ban- 
quet and ball at Planters Hotel 
ended the festivities. 

When the tree was three years 
old, a great fire destroyed 15 busi- 
ness blocks in the downtown area. 
A steamboat, the White Cloud, 


caught fire at the wharf and 


flames spread rapidly to other 
boats and riverfront a 
Reconstruction was delayed by 4n 
outbréak of cholera. More than 
4000 persons died and many fami- 
lies fled the city. 

After the tree was pulled down 
by workmen, with the aid of a 
tractor, the circumference at the 
base measured 14 feet. The rings 
showed that in the last 46 years, 
smoke and fumes Wad so stunted 
the tree that it had grown only 5 
inches, 

Removal of the tree was made 
necessary because of its unsightly 
appearance and because it had be- 
come a safety hazard, Superin- 
tendent Pring said. The tree was 
53 feet high. It was about 80 feet 
tall when Pring went to the gar- 
den in 1906 Top branches de- 
cayed about 0 years ago and were 
trimmed. 

Fourteen radial brace _ roots, 
each almost a foot thick, held the 
tree upright... “Roots and stump 
weighed almost two tons. After 
digging a hole 5 feet deep and 10 
feet wide to grub out the roots, 
workmen pulled the tree down. 

The ancient oak, silent witness 
to a century of history, now will 
heat the garden greenhouses for 
a brief period.

Catch in Proposal. 


But the catch is that if admis- 
sion to public housing were lim- 
ited to families on the relief rolls, 
vastly higher subsidies would be 
required, This is because the 
T-E-W bill proposes public housing 
for families which can pay some 
rent, but not enough to find de- 
cent accommodations in homes 
built by private builders. 

Of the McCarthy puDlic housing 
proposal, Flanders said: “That 
makes public housing, in effect, a 
poorhouse. I hope we can give 
some degree of respectability to 
the family which is unfortunate 
enough to be compelled to have 
‘their living quarters publicly sub- 
sidized.” 

Under the Flanders proposal, as 
in the T-E-W bill, the occupants 
of public housing would pay rent 
according to their means, thereby 
reducing by that amount the 
amount of the public subsidy. 

Under the McCarthy proposal, 
families on the relief rolls pre- 
sumably would be required to pay 
no rent, because they would have 
no funds available for rent, and 
the subsidy would equal or ap- 
proach 100 per cent of rental 
charges, 

“My own view,” said Taft, “is

WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) 
~—President Truman opened the 
new savings bond drive last night 
with the declaration that every 
dollar invested “will be a dollar 
working to win the peace.” 


He said the drive, which runs 
through June 30, is the most im- 
portant since 1945. He said world 
Peace depends on America, and 


America depends on a strong, 
sound economy. 
“Every dollar that a family pute 


into savings bonds now will be a 
dollar fighting against inflation 
and high prices,” Truman said ina 
five-minute speech broadcast over 
four networks. 

He praised the city of Sandus- 
ky and Erie county, Ohio, for 
oversubscribing by 25 per cent 
their quota in a drive which was 
launched a week ahead of the na- 
tional campaign. 

No national goal has been speci- 
fied. Many areas, however, have 
set local quotas, 

One of the major efforts will 
be-a person-to-person canvass of 
industrial workers in an effort to 
double the 5,500,000-person  par- 
ticipation in the payroll plan of 
bond buying. 

Speaker of the House Martin 
issued a statement saying. the 
loan drive “offers the opportunity 
for each citizen to stand up and 
be eounted for the American vol- 
untary way of life.” | 

Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der said the purpose of the cam- 
paign is “to encourage Americans 
to build greater security for 
themselves through greater sav- 
ings” and to “relieve inflationary 
pressures.” 

Treasury records show the Jan- 
uary-to-April sales this year out- 
stripped redemptions by $336,137,- 
000, compared with $326,145,000 in 
a similar period last year. 


$31,036,258 Security Loan Quota 
Set for City Area. 

A quota of $31,086,258 has been 
announced for metropolitan S&St. 
Louis in the Security Loan drive, 
beginning today, which continues 
through June 30, I. A, Long, bank 
officer, has been named chairman 
of the metropolitan St. Louis sav- 
ings bonds committee, and White- 
law T. Terry campaign chairman. 
Both served in the Fifth War 
Loan drive, in which St. Louis 
was the first major city to exceed | 
its quota. 

United States Savings bonds of | 
series E, F and G will be on sale, 
through payroll plans or by peri- 
odical purchases at banks. The 
bonds yield 2.9 per cent if held-to 
maturity. The limit of individual 
purchases of Series E bonds in 
one year has been increased lately 
by the Treasury Department from 
$5000 maturity value to $10,000.

STILL OWES $5000 AFTER U.S. 
SELLS GOODS FOR BACK TAXES 


Paul Pasanante, nte, North St. Louis 
night club and restaurant propri- 
etor, was left owing the United 
States Government more than 
$5000 taxes, after the stock and 
fixtures of his two establishments 
were sold at auction yesterday by 
direction of Internal Revenue Col- 
lector James P. Finnegan.

OHIO RIVER FLOOD DANGER 
_ LESS; LITTLE RAIN FORECAST 


CINCINNATI, April 15 (AP)— 
Hopes of averting a major flood 
disaster in the Ohio river valley 
brightened today with forecasts 
of little rain for the next two days. 

The Ohio, already at its sixth 
highest level in 64 years, still rose 
about four inches an hour. How- 
eVer, rivermene predicted only a 
little more damage than is usual 
each spring—unless there is more 
rain. 

Two deaths—in West Virginia 
and Kentucky—were attributed to 
the swollen streams as flood condi- 
tions entered their fourth day.

While the Communists have, a 
large measure of influence over 
the CTC, they are not credited by 
American specialists with abso- 
lutely dominating the organiza- 
tion, The same is declared to be 
true of the Confederation of Work- 
ers of Ecuador. These are de- 
scribed ag the only two affiliates 
of CTAL which are partly instead 
of wholly under Red control. 

In rebellion against the Commu- 
nist CTAL, there was organized at 
Lima last January a Confederation 
of Inter-American Workers (CIT), 
which is anti-Communist and has 
three members from the United 
States, led by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. CTC.’s Catholic 
opponent, UTC, was organized in 
1947. <As yet its membership is 
considerably smaller than that of 
the Liberal-Communist federation, 
which was established by name in 
1938. UTC is not legally recog- 
nized by the Colombian Govern- 
ment. 

Argentina stands alone, with a 
labor organization excluding both 
United States and Soviet Union 
influences. Bogota delegates have 
received invitations to visit Buenos 
Aires, at the expense of the Ar- 
géntine Government, when the 
conference ends, The purpose is 
believed to be that of winning con- 
verts to a proposed labor move- 
ment in.

Borbona igs one of Italy’s nu- 
merous little villages tucked away 
in the mountain valleys of the 
back country, It les half a mile 
high in the inhospitable Abruzzis, 


a typical example of the little 
communities which are attempt- 
ing to wrest a living from the 
sparse soil of the overcrowded 
Italian Peninsula. 

An average family are the Po- 
veraccis. They live in a palace 
which was built in 1412, four gen- 
erations before Christopher Co- 
lumbus discovered America, It 
must have been a splendid man- 
sion in its day, for the scrollwork 
is elegant on the keystone of the 
handsome round arch over the en- 
trance way. There is nothing very 
handsome about it now, however, 
for something happened to the 
owners during the centuries, Now 
the old structure has been divided 
and subdivided until whole fami- 
lies occupy spaces that were in- 
tended five centuries ago merely 
as storerooms. 

Use Ladders for Stairs. 

Nicola Poveracci and his mother 
have two rooms, a sort of duplex 
apartment. One room is above the 
other. To subdivide the palace the 
impoverished latter-day occupants 


of the building merely sealed up 
all the doors, opened holes in the 
floors and put in carpenter's lad- 
ders as the new ataircases. Nicola 
and his white-haired mother use 
their ladder often, for it is pitch 
dark in the lower room as soon as 
the sun begins to wane. 


When you first ask him, Nicola 
claims he has no party. Later he 
admits that in Italy’s last national 
elections he represented the pro- 
Communist Socialists at the local 
polls. He says that his only hope 
in life is to emigrate to Argentina. 
You understand, then, that he is 
afraid that if it is known he sym- 
pathizes with the Communists, 
Argentina may exclude him. 

The boy’s white-haired mother 
is shocked as he talks. Her own 
loyalty to the Catholic party is 
plentifully reflected on the walls 
of the upper room. She has a 
badge of the Sacred Heart, two 
pairs of rosaries and no fewer 
than eight other Catholic religious 
pictures fastened to the walls. 

Nicola says that he is not anti-

The long document will be dis- 
tributed throughout the country 
for popular comment and sugges- 
tions prior to final adoption by 
Parliament. It was indicated the 
constitution would be accepted in 
its final form in a ceremonial at 
the presidential palace May 9, the 


anniversary of Prague’s liberation 
from the Nazis in 1945. 


Cites February Coup. 


The preamble details the history 
of the Czech and Slovak peoples 
and says “we are resolved to de- 
fend with all our strength the 
gains of our national and demo- 
cratic revolution against all ef- 
forts of home and foreign reac- 
tions as we did in February, 
1948,” 

Both the preamble and body of 
the constitution guarantee Slo- 
vakia equal rights with the Czech 
territories,of Bohemia and Mo- 
ravia. Significantly, however, it 
gives the central government in 
Prague the power to dissolve the 
Council of Ministers in semi- 
autonomous Slovakia. 

The single house of Parliament 
will consist of 300 members elect- 
ed for six years. They will choose 
a President to serve seven years. 

Women will have equal rights 
with men, The voting age is 18 
and the minimum age for holding 
public office is 21. 

The constitution guarantees the 
right of education, work, just com- 
pensation and rest periods, as well 
‘as national pension laws and the 
nationalization of industry, finance 
and natural resources. 

The preamble states: 

“We now resolve that our lib- 
erated state shall become a nNna- 
tional state without any enemy 
elements, a state which will live 
fraternally in the great family of 
Slav nations and in friendship with 
all the peace-loving nations of the 
world, ...

Warnings for Wolcott 


The confidence of Congressman Wolcott with 
respect to shortages and inflation is nothing less 
than sublime. 

The air around his head is thick with warn- 
ings that manpower and material controls, as 
well as price and wage limits, are essential to 
the success of.the new defense program. As 
chairman of the House Banking Committee, he 
should be taking the lead in mapping such con- 


‘trols. But he just sits back and announces that 


“the economy can déal with anything proposed.” 


If, as a matter of Republican orthodoxy, he is 
‘ scupwilling to aceept the warnings of a Demo- 
cratic President’s economic advisers, then he 
~ ought at least to be impressed by the economic 


facts of the situation. Controls became neces- 
sary a relatively short time after the 1940 arma- 


_ ment program got under way. And at that time 


there were abotit 5,000,000 unemployed in the 
United States. Many plants were running at 
considerably less than capacity. And nobody 
was worrying about inflation. It looked as if 
there might be a margin big enough to provide 
both guns and butter. 

Today, however, the nation has no yee vast 
reservoir of unemployed workers. There are 
precious few idle factories or idle machines. 
There was a 43 per cent Increase in wholesale 
prices between June 1946, and March 27, 1948, 
and everybody is harassed by inflation. 

Even in the pre-Pearl Harbor period of so- 
called (“defense” production, there was no great 
eag for orders in some segments of indus- 
try. reluctance to “convert” to military pro- 
duction was amazingly persistent. Will it be 
otherwise now that virtually all industries are 
still producing at record levels and selling every- 
thing they produce at record prices? There will 
be no profit motive to swing them from con- 
sumer goods to military material. 

Surely, Mr. Wolcott and those who go with 
him do not really believe that defense orders 
could be expedited without the allocation of 
scarce materials or the channeling of labor! 
Voluntary agreements are most unlikely to serve 
as orderly and effective substitutes for enforce- 
able directions. This has been demonstrated 
by the failure to get badly needed freight cars 
on such a basis. A goal of 10,000 cars a month 
was set long ago. Under governmental auspices, 
quotas were worked out for the car builders, 
the railroad shops and the steel companies, but 
the target has been missed—and missed badly— 
month after month. 

These considerations deal only with produc- 
tion. The cost factor is also important. De- 
fense appropriations are bound to have an in- 
flationary effect if counter-measures are not 


taken. This is especially true since billions of 


dollars of purchasing power’ are about to be 
turned loose by the Marshall Plan, and other 
billions will be rolling toward the nation’s mar- 
kets as a result of the federal income tax cut. 
It would be tragic if this money were to cut the 
value of the defense dollar—tragic particularly 
for the American taxpayer. 

Under the circumstances, a blind devotion to 
free enterprise just does not make sense. An 
attitude of waiting to see what will happen 
amounts to letting the fire get a good start be- 
As we have said 
before, the least Congress ought.to do js to pre- 
pare a comprehensive stand-by control program. 
Ideally, it should write controls as fast as it 


writes purchasing orders. 


A Hand for Judge Dreman 


Many persons, groups and Anfluences share in 
the great victory over the McGlynn machine in 
St. Clair county.

Up to the Police Board 
The Police Department’s budget cannot be 
legally questioned, The law requires the city to 
supply whatever funds the Police Board asks. 


Nor will many St. Louisans question the revised 


salary scale that consumes some $600,000 of the 
$869,000 increase, because it is less than the 
men deserve. There is, however, a question 
whether the board is gaining economies that it 
reasonably could. 

In its recent recheck of the comprehensive 
1942 police study, the Governmental Research 
Institute complimented the department’s rising 
efficiency in better personnel practices and in 
other ways, but it also found that the depart- 
ment is missing money-saving chances. The in- 
stitute asked why, since other cities had done 
it successfully, patrol cars are not reduced to 
one-man operation in residential districts and 
at quiet periods in central districts. It asked 


why the department buys supplies in retail quan- 
tities and on its own account instead of pooling 
many of its purchases with the larger purchases 
of City Hall. 

As the writer of its own ticket, the Police 
Board has a special duty to minimize the bill. 
If it uses the same zeal for saving money that 
it has shown in ‘giving better service for the 
money, it will be.able a year hence to turn back 
a nice chunk ‘of money to the city ‘treasury.

Bacal Way to Teach Morality 


It is anomalous that a teaching program in- 
tended to improve the morals of citizens should 
itself be a;demonstration of lawbreaking. That 
is the unhappy position of the “released time” 
program for religious instruction in the St. Louis 
public schools, now approved for continuation 
to the end'‘of the school year, June 4. 

Obviously, here is a case of principle with 
which teachers of morals are supposed particu- 
larly to be concerned. Five or six weeks of this 
instruction is not going to make much difference 
one way or the other. The question was whether 
St. Louis would follow the spirit and what many 
believe to be the letter of the McCollum deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court. 

In electing not to follow it, "the School Board 
ignored the recommendations of its counsel, 
Emmet T. Carter, Superintendent Hickey and 
its Instruction Committee. Board members ap- 
parently were impressed by pleas for continua- 
tion by various local clergymen and represen- 
tatives of the several sponsoring or supporting 
church organizations. 

It would be a gross mistake to assume that 
all opinion of religious groups and agencies 
favors the flouting of the Supreme Coirt de- 
cision. Granting that these sectarian teaching 
programs will now have to be revised, the 
Christian Century, in a thoughtful editorial 
says: “Any jnconvenience occasioned by that 
revision will be far outweighed by the values 
that will accrue from the strict adherence to 
that principle of separation without which both 
church and state would be in danger.” 

The Unitarian Christian Register welcomes 
the McCollum decision as relieving the public 
schools of. “‘a serious threat to their integrity.” 

Whether there is time enough to warrarit a 
civil rights court test, it is to be assumed that 
this misuse of the public school attendance laws 
ends finally, June 4. -Meantime, it would be 
reassuring to have ‘many parents show more 
respect for. law than certain gentlemen of the 
cloth. Surely, the School Board could have no 
objection if parents requested that their chil- 
dren stay in their rooms to study regular les- 
sons in what has been “released time.”

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To Stop Army Grafters 

In its final report before dissolution, the 
Senate War Investigating Committee made some 
remarks which should leave certain faces red 
in the Army and the Air Force. The committee 
charged bluntly that the War Department and 
-Air Force failed to make an adequate investi- 
gation of charges of corruption against Maj. 
Gen. Bennett E. Meyers but, on the contrary, 
“deliberately tried to conceal” the facts. 

Meyers has now been sentenced to up to five 
years on a perjury charge and faces indictment 
for income tax fraud on graft he accumulated as 
the No. 2 Air Force procurement officer. Sec- 
retary of the Air Force Symington said last 
November that the general would be court-mar- 
tialed, but even this elementary step has not 
been: taken yet. 

The Senate committee makes a very sensible 
recommendation. Since there was an effort to 
cover up the crimes of this officer, and since 
the fellow-feeling among officers might have 
the same result again, the committee urges that 
an independent graft-investigating agency be 
established to counteract the “tendency to cover 
‘up or whitewash” cases involving officers. 

The committee suggested also the enactment 
of a law requiring both private citizens and offi- 
cials to “report promptly all attempts at bribery, 
extortion er other corrupt actions in connection 
with the negotiation ‘of Government business.” 

Well, why not? Such a Jaw would be diffi- 
cult to enforce, but its existence on the books 
should have some deterrent effect on men who, 
like Meyers, put themselves before their country. 

Enactment of a law is up to Congress. The 
establishment ‘of a separate agency to investi- 
‘gate. graft. charges, however, is up to the na- 
tional defense authorities. They ought to move 
with alacrity to put. this recommendation into 
effect. ‘ 
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Methods That Conflict 

Withdrawal of state troopers from the Missouri 
State Schoolfor Boys, at Boonville, after two 
anda half months’ armed surveillance of that 
institution, is’a good thing. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, Col. Waggoner, superintendent of the High- 
way Patrol, says troopers will continue to “drop 
in regularly, because we're still working with 
them there.” 

Gov. Donnelly should have learned by now 
that the proper course at the Boonville school 
is not to draw a gun but to correct the evil 
conditions that incite violence. His appointment 
of Alfred Fleishman as chairman of the Train- 
ing School Board looked like an evidence that 
he intended at last to follow that course. Col. 
Waggoner’s announcement that his troopers will, 
in effect, keep their arms trained on the school, 
sounds as though the Governor, instead of turn- 
ing to a new and more constructive course, were 
taking Mr. Fleishman along with him on the 
old one. 

Either the State of Missouri is going to main- 
tain order by giving these boys useful work and 
relaxing play and a basis for self-respect, or it 
is going to maintain order by armed suppression.

Denying $13,000,000 of a requested increase, state commission 
criticized two nagion-wide practices; cut arbitrary A. T. & T. fee 
in half and called for billing its services af actual cost; also ordered 
regular reports on intercorporate purchases from Western Electric.

The sum of $5,100,000 which represents 
the amount of annual rate increases grant- 
ed the Pacific Telephone & Telegraph Co, 
by the state Public Utilities Commission 
under no reckoning can be called peanuts, 
But ratepayers of California can derive 
satisfaction from two pertinent facts. 


The total amount of rate rises is some 
$13,000,000 less than the company asked 
for. And the increases are levied where the 
general public will feel them the least, 


Requested residential rate rises, with a 
few. exceptions, were denied. Long distance 
tolls, on calls in excess of 40 miles, were ro- 
duced. But it is in the fact the commission 
frankly called attention to numerous ques- 
tionable practices of thé telephone company 
that the public, in the long run, may re- 
ceive the greatest benefits. 


Principal among these is the burdensome 
domination exerted over P.T.&T. by the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co., which 
owns 86.6 per cent of the company’s stock. 


In strong language the commission par- 
ticularly condemns fhe so-called license 
contract under which P.T.&T. has been 
paying American 1% pér cent of its gross 
revenues for “services rendered.” 


The amount paid ‘has no relationship to 
the services performed. Ironically, rate in- 
creases authorized by the commission last 
year added $330,000 annually to the $3,- 
000,000 in fees divvied up hy Pacific to the 


‘New York holding company under the 1% 


per cent arrangement. 

‘The commission ordered the amount of 
the contract fee allowable as expenses cut 
almost in half, It also instructed the com- 


pany to negotiate for a reduction in the fees. 


to actual service rendered in fairness to 
the small investors holding 13.4 per cent of 


the stock. In addition to this “abuse of in- 
tercorporate relations,” Pacific's exclusive 
tie with A.T.&T.-owned Western Electric, 
from which Pacific must buy its equipment 
and material, also is discussed. 

The Western Electric issue assumes enor- 
mous proportions in view of Pacific's heavy 
construction program. Investigations of the 
Western Electric setup currently are un- 
der way jointly by the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission and the National As- 
sociation of Utility Commissioners. 

As a part of its order, the commission in- 
structs the company to file quarterly a full 
statement of its purchases from Western 
Electric and Western's profits. While the 
Pacific-Western contract is not a factor 
in the current fate case, the commission 
remarks the decision does not preclude a 
future inquiry into this curious setup, 


The commission takes cognizance of the 
fact a great deal of the P.T.&T. system has 
not been converted to dial phones. And it 
also points out, that the major independent 
companies of California which have 100 per 
cent dial operations also have substantially 
lower rates than Pacific. | 


With the completion of the conversion, . 


the decision states, the company’s operating 
costs should be reduced materially. 

The commission showed a great deal of 
alacrity in ratsing P.T.&T.. rates when the 
company hoisted the distress flags. It 
should be equally vigilant in making cer- 
tain the company does trim its exorbitant 
and unjustified payments to American and 
in following up the contract arrangement 
with Western Electric. .

Behind in the Population Race 


From the Kansas City Times 


Most Missourians and Kansans already 
know that ‘population in this part of the 
country has been falling behind through the 
last half century. A rather graphic report 
in the current Statistical Bulletin of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. socks us 
with a state-by-state com parison. 


» Using the’ Bureau of Census estimate for 
1947 the report shows Missouri gaining 23 
per cent in density of population since 1900 
and Kansas gaining 29 per cent. This 
doesn’t sound too bad until you, note a 


national gain of 88 per cent and then glance. 


over some of the other states, 


Running true to form California leads all 
the rest with a population growth. of 563 
per cent. In 1900 Missouri had a popula- 
tion of 45.2 persons per square mile and 
Kansas 18 persons. In the wide open spaces 
of 1900 California had only 9.5 inhabitants 
per square mile. In 1947 California shows 
a jump to 63 while Missouri has been work- 
ing, up conservatively to 55.6 and Kansas 
to 23.3. 


Of course California is a case in itself. 


' You get anecho of the old gags about re- 


tired Iowa farmers in California when you 
notice that lowa has managed to increase 
its own population by only 16 per cent in 
the 47 years. Missouri and Kansas along 
with Iowa have sent both talent and money 
to the West coast, 


Next to California the greatest percen- 
tage gain is Arizona with per cent. This 
needn't bother us too much. The state of 
beautiful sun and deserts started in 1900 


with only 1.1 persons per square mile. In 


47 years it has worked up to 58, 


Still, the population is plainly following 
the warm winter sun, Florida is third in 
line with an increase of 359 per cent, al- 
though its population dengity (44.1 per 
square mile) is still somewhat behind Mis- 
souri’s. 

Missouri and Kansas can make more im- 
mediate comparisons with nearer neigh- 
bors. Indiana hasn’t kept the national pace 
but it has gained 52 per cent, Through the 
half century of the developing ‘Motor Car 
Age Michigan has jumped up 160 per cent. 
Ohio has kept close. to the national average 
with 85 per cent. Oil to fuel the motor 
cars has sent peerage se wees ig with a 
193 per cent gain, ahead of roister- 
ing Texas that scores With 133 per cent. 


For, real comfort: we have to look al! 
the way to the bottom of the table where 
we find Vermont living om summer tourists 
and maple syrup with a population gain of 
only 4 per cént in 47 years. 


The implications of this story are obvi- 
ous. Unless a state can offer balmy winter 
days it had better develop industry at a 
greater rate than anything seer in Missou- 
ri or Kansas. Strictly farm population is 
declining everywhere and the farm states 
are losing their relative importance by 

population standards.

The other day the third quarterly 
report was sent .to Congress by 
the Bureau of Mines. It showed 
that nearly half of the violations 
of safety codes were uncorrected. 
Specifically, on the basis of 949 
reports, the Bureau noted 12,786 
violations and indicated that noth- 
ing had been done to correct 6060 
of these, — 

Standards of enforcement vary 
widely from state to state. Penn- 
Sylvania and Colorado, for exam- 
ple, have a good record. In Penn- 
sylvania, state mine inspectors afe. 
under civil service and they are 
paid more than federal mine in- 
spectors. 

In IYinois the inspectors are 
politica] appointees. Investigation 
of the Centralia disaster plainly 
showed how politics had inter- 
fered with safety enforcement. 

At this point, of course, you get 
the familiar states’ rights argu- 
ments. It is a powerful shield for 
careless companies that would be 
required by a federal statute to 
live up to the standards of the 
states with the best records, 


Speaker Martin jis a strong ad- 
vocate of states’ rights. So are 
most of the conservative Republi- 
cans in Senate and House who 
stand out against any change of 
any kind. They inveigh against 
the iniquity of the Federal Gov- 
ernment prying into what is the 
business of the individual states. 

In this light, Lewis’ choice of 
Martin to make the play for peace 
in the coal fields has an odd look. 
The moral is, I suppdse, that one 
must never look for consistency 
in the swiftly shifting play of 
power politics. Absolute power is 
a law unto itself, 

But the miner who goes down 
into a mine that he knows to be 
full of danger must sometimes 
wonder a little. In spite of his 
dogged loyalty to his leader, he 
must be a little puzzled to find 
himself in the*camp of the states’ 
righters committed to keeping the 
Federal Government from snoop- 
ing.

Boundaries of Security. 


The conference showed, so I 
venture to think, that the United 
States and the.

becoming progressively more in- 
soluble within the confines of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

The real community, to which 
we all belong, was not truly repre- 
sented at Bogota. The geographi- 
cal boundaries of the conference 
were on the Canadian frontier and 
in the Atlantic Ocean. 

These are artificial boundaries. 
For in their strategical defense, in 
their economy, in their cultural 
connections, the Latin-American 
republics and the United States 
are not a_ self-contained com- 
munity of states. They are part 
of that larger community of which 
Canada, Europe and Africa are 
integral and none of the 
great issues of security and recon- 
struction is soluble except within 
the framework of this larger com- 
munity. 

The two world wars of this cen- 
tury, and all the measures that 
have to be taken against the third, 
have demonstrated conclusively 
that the nations from the Cana- 
dian border to Cape Horn are not 
in themselves a strategical sys- 
tem. The Americas have had to 
be defended.in Europe and Africa 
by Americans in alliance with 


Europeans. \ 
An Artificial System. 

After both wars the Bogota na- 
tions have been unable to recover 
and achieve a stable prosperity 
separately. The true economic 
connections do not run north and 
south in this hemisphere but are 
triangular and multilateral around 
the gweat basin of the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

The failure to recognize the ar- 
tificiality of the inter-American 
system and the reality of the At- 
lantic community was the under- 
lying cause of the deep trouble in 


which the conference was labor- 
ing when it was so violently in- 
terrupted. 

Greater tact and diplomatic skill 
might perhaps have averted the 
demonstrations against this coun- 
try.

DETROIT, April 15 (AP)—Pro-

INSECTS TAKE HEAVY TOLL 
OF TEXAS COTTON CROP 


DALLAS, Tex. (UP) — Insects 
have robbed Texas cotton farmers 


of $44,000,000 during the 10-year 
period of 1937-47 says Eugene But- 
ler of the Cotton Committee of 
Texas. 

Texas cotton farmers, who lead 
the nation in production, made a 
profit out of their labor in 1947, 
but only because they had a good 
acre yield and the price was high. 
There was leas insect damage in 
1947 than in many years, enabling 
Texas cotton farmers to have the 
best season in a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

But year in and year out, Butler 
said, insects take every seventh 
Texas bale, and in 1946—one of the 
worst on record in Texas-——insects 
probably took one bale out of four.

Defendant Admits Writing 
That ‘Hitler’s Crusade Was | 
Sacred to Me.’ 


BOSTON, April 15 (AP)—The 
Government and defense rested 
shortly after noon today in the 
treason trial of Robert H. Best, 
accused of betraying his country 
by broadcasting for the Nazis in 
wartime, 

After both sides had finished 
questioning Best, who was the 
only defense witness, Judge Fran- 
cis J. W. Ford told the jury he 
would have to decide on a few 
questions of law. The jury then 
left the courtroom. 

Judge Ford reminded the jurors 
again they were not trying a.Na- 
tional Socialist party or commt- 
nism; but only whether Best gave 
aid and comfort to the enemy and 
intended to betray his country. 

In the final stages of cross-ex- 
amination, the former American 
newspaper man admitted writing, 
“Hitler’s crusade was sacred to 
me.” . 

“You loved Hitler?” Prosecutor 
Tom De Wolfe asked, 

“Loved? No,” Best answered. 

“You admired him?” De Wolfe 
persisted. 

“In many respects, yes,” the 51- 
year-old South Carolinian re- 
sponded. 


Best insisted that he was work- 


ing for America in fighting Bol- 
shevism, ra than betraying 
the United States, in his broad- 
casts from Germany. 

“Certainly not; the idea never 
occurred to me,” he replied when 
asked by Chief Defense Counsel 
Charles Bartlett if he had any in- 
tent to betray the United States.

Rice with chicken is the all-time 
favorite in Spanish countries.

Get two nice young chickens, 
jointed for frying.
